DECISION HANDED DOWN BY JUSTICE

He Sustains the Ruling ef Judge Barker 
of the Lewer Curt in Refusing an 
Injunction Against Certain Teachers 
in the Scheols ef Galliizta Bereugh — 
Ne Evidence ef Religious Instruction 
During Scheo!l Heurs—Courts. 


PITTSBURG, Fa., Nov. J2.—Justice Haha of 
the Supreme Court to-day handed down an 
Opinion in the ease ot John Hysonget ai. 
vs. the School District of Gallitsin Borough, 
an appealfrom Judge Barker of the court 
below, who refused an injunetion to pre- 
vent puns from tesching in the public 
schools dressed im the garb of their order. 
Justice Hahn affirms Judge Barker's decis- 
ion. In his opinion he says: 

The court, after a full hearing, found as 
a fact that there was no evidences of any ro. 
ligious tustruction or religious exercises of 
any character whatever during sehool 
hours; but the court further found that after 
school hours the school-room was 
used by the teachers “in impartiag 
Catholic religious instruction to children of 
Catholic parents, with the comsemt of or by 
request of the parents. This the court en- 
joined, because it was the ase of the sehool 
property for sectarian purposes after schoel 
dours. 

As to the fact admitted, that of the sight 
teachers, six of them were sisters of a relig- 
fous order ofthe Catholic Charch, and while 
teaching wore the habit of their order, the 
learned judge of the court below says: ‘We 
conclude, as to this branch of the case, 
that in the absence of proof 
that religious sectarian instruction was 


imparted by them during school hours, or 
religious sectarian exercises were being 
engaged in, we cannot restrain by injunetion 
members of the order of sisters of &. Joseph 
from teaching in the peblic schools in the 
garb of their order, nor the 
school directors from employing or per- 
mitting them to act in that capacity.’

Cougress Did Net Intend te Give Fed- 
eral Cireuit Courts Jurisdiction Which 
Similer Courts Did Net Have at Com- 
men Law-—Such  Oases Might Be Be 
viewed an Appeal, but the Federal 
Courts Have No Original Jurisdiction 
~Text of the Opinion. 


Court, dismissed the suit of Mary C. Oakley 
and others Against Mamie L. Taylor and 
others, for want of jurisdiction, and in cen- 
mection with it he delivered an opinion on 
the original jurisdiction of Federal 
Courts on the construction’ of wills, 
The plaintiffs, Mary C. Oakley, and her hus- 
band, Charles W., roside at Saratoga Springs, 
N. T., and the other plaintiffs live in Illinois 
and Kansas. They are the heirs-at-law of 
Mrs.Letha J. Spear, wno died in Popiar Bluff, 
Butler County, Mo., in February, 1893, 
and devised der estate to the defendaat, 
Miss Mary L. Taylor, who was Mrs. Spear’s 
companion and nurse. The plaintiffs alleged 
that the wlll was signed by the testatrix un- 
der the due influence of the defendant, 
Mary C. ylor. Therefore they contested 
the validity of the will. Judge Priest, in his 
opinion, said: 


THE QUESTION INVOLVED. 
The question, and the only one of serious 
difficulty, is whether this court has jurisdic- 


tiom to cancel andannul the will by a pro- 
ceedingalone to that end. Coggress has 
giventothe Federal Circuit Courts original 
jurisdiction ofall suits of a civil nature at 
common law or in equity when 
the matter in dispute exceeds $2,000, 
andthe controversy is waged between siti 
tens Of different States; and under such con- 
ditions the jurisdiction is concurrent with 
that of the State courts. It seems to 
have been and was the design of 
Congress, where proper citizenship existed, 
to extend the common law and equity juris- 

diction of the Federal Oircuit Court to as 
complete an extent as the same jurisdiction 
might exist in the several State 
Courts, bat there is manifestiy no intention 

to confer a special jurisdiction unknown to 

the common law, and pot existing according 

te theusages of Courts of Chancery. 

It has never been a part of the function of 
courts of law or equity, by a ding 

having this special purpose in view either to 

establish or reject wills. This juris 

diction was committed exclusively to the 
ecclesiastical courts in England, for 
which are substituted with a jurisdiction 

extending to probate of wills affecting real 
estate by the feveral States of the Union, 
courts of probate, and these courts have al- 

ways enjoyed this jurisdiction exclusive of 
either courtsof common law or equity. 
Judge Priest quoted from authorities on 
Wills and then said: ;

Laid Down Their Arms. 


THE ENTIRE GARRISON HOW. HELD AS 
PRISONERS OF WAR.

Only a Feeble Resistance Made to the As- 
saulten the Ferts—Descriptien ef the 
Captured Sirengheld—It Is the Mest 
Impertant Naval Station im China— 
Efferts te kund the War and Restere 
Peace. 


SHANGHAI, Nov. 12.—The yapanese captured 
Port Arthur yesterday morsing after meet- 
ing witha feeble resistance on the part of 
tle Chinese. Port Arthur was bombarded 
previous to its s@rrender, The Chinese laid 
Gowm their arms and yielded themselves 
prisoners of war. The Chinese commanding 
Officers abandomed Port Arthur during the 
night of Nov. 6. 


When the war began Port Arthur was de- 
fended by 7,000 troops aad by submarine 
mines and a fleet of torpedo boats. 

It will be remembered that upos several 
occasions it has been reported that the 
Japanese had effected a landing near Port 
Arthur. The land portion of its defenses 
were known to be weak. 

Port Arthur is entered by a channel about 
200 yards broad, and while it does not afford 
an anchorage fora large fieet, its final tidal 
basin is capable of holding from fifteen to 
twenty warships. 

Before Port arthur was converted into a 
modern harbor it afforded convenient shel- 
ter for wind-bound junks which were em- 
ployed in carrying timber from the Yalu 
River to the various ports on the Gulf of 
Pe-Chi-Li or on the Gulf of Liao Tung. At 
that time Port Arthur was merely a village 
consisting of about sixty to eighty mud 
houses, an occasional shop and three or four 
drinking saloons. Now the population is 
estimated to be about 6,000, exclusive of the 
garrison, and the number of houses is 
estimated to be from 600 to 900, in addi- 
tion to two large temples, two theaters 
and several Danks, The ty of the 


yard at Pert Arthur, whith work was finally 
completed in 1890 bya French company 
which was obliged to take over the work 
from the native contractors, who had been 
Killing time with Bo results from 1881 to 1687. 

The coast defenses cover over four miles 
of seaboard and consist of about a dozen bat- 
terles equally distributed on either side ef 
the entrance to the port. These Datteries 
werearmed with more than forty Krupp 
guns, varying from six inches to mine inches 
in caliber, and in addition there are some 
modern rified mortars. 

The fallen stronghold was the most im- 
portant naval stationin China, situated at 
the extreme southern point of the Liao-Tung 
Peninsula, which juts into the Yellow sea. 


RELEASED BY THE JAPANESE. 
Yornouama, Nov. 12.—Itis reported that 
John Wild, an American, alias Hole. and 
Cameron, a Scotchman, allas Browne, 
who were arrested on board the French 
steamship Sidney from Marseilles for Yoko- 
hama and Hong Kong, charged with con- 
spiracy to destroy the Japanese feet 
use of torpedoes bave been 
released from custody after taking oaths 
not to resort to any action tending to assist 
China during the war.

The Duchess was originally the Hon. Caro- 
line Agnes Beresford, daughter of the sec- 
ond Lord Decies, and a relative of the gal- 
lant naval officer.

— is reported, The second Lord De- 
cies was Dorn in 1773, and his caughter Caro- 
line made ber first appearance somewhere 
about 1814. 

In 1886 she married James Graham, fourth 
Duke of Montrose, who was also Marquis of 
Montrose, Marquis of Graham and Buchanan, 
Earl of Montrose, Earl of Kineardine, Vis- 
count Dundaff, Lords Graham, Aeberuth- 
ven, Mugdock and Fintrie, in Scotland; Earl 
and Baron Graham, in England, etc. 

The Duke was the head of one of the most 
historie families in tue United Kingdom, his 
ancestor having been the ig Marquis of 
Montrose, who mainiaine Charles I. 
cause £0 successfully in Scotland that but for 
the surprise at Philipsbaugh the Common- 
wealth might never have been established. 

The Duchess’ third and eldest surviving 
son is now-Duke. He is 44 years of age. 

Thelate Duke was a horse owner and a 
sportsman, and his wife associated herself 
enthusiastically in his pursuits. Wher he 


Ylied she consoled herself by marrying, in 


1866, Mr. W. 8. Stirling-Crawford, who was 
even more ofaracing man thanthe Duke. 
He won the Derby with Sefton in 1878. For 
seventeeen RE dh pe they led a happy and 
active sporting career. 

Then Ar. Crawford died and bis stable 
passed entirely under his widow's manage: 
ment. Mr. Manton now came into existence 
and became famous. 


daughter began her studies seriously. Since 
his death Mrs. Sanderson—herself new in the 
60s, a handsome and attraetive woman—ilas 
lived in Paris. One daughter, Marion by 
name, is am artist, and has also literary 
tastes, and we may soon see some of her 
work, illustrated by herself, in print.

Miss Sanderson has had several roles writ- 
ten for her by two of the great masters of[{the 
French sehool—Massenet, in Esclar- 
monde’? and Thais,“ and Saint-Saens, in 
‘*‘Pphyrne.’’ Compdsers of their standing 
farnish a stcong backing to an artist. On the 
other hand, if the artist didnot Dring a 
worthy interpretation oftheir works they 
would not campose for her. That both Mas- 
senet and Saint-Saens are grateful to 
Miss Sanderson for her rendering of the eom- 
positions many letters, telegrams and other 
proofs furnish the evidence. 

MASSENET’S FAVORITE PUPIL, 

Miss Sanderson has studied with several 
masters. She was first at the Paris Conserva- 
tory and efterwards with Sbriglia. Thea she 
studied Manon! with Leorcavalio, who 
was the one to introduce her to Massenet. 
She has also been a pupil of Marchesi, and 
with the regretted composer Lalo. She stud- 
ied his ‘‘Lakme.’’ The roles of both Manon 
and Esclarmonde were developed under the 
careful training of the composer, and the 
pu pil enjoys telling of those home rehearsals 
of ‘‘Manon,’’ when Massenet was wont to 
arrange her mother’s salon as nearly as 
might be to the setting of caeh act, himself 
taking the part of the Chevalier des Grieux. 

Her debut was made at The Hague under 
the name of Ada Palmer.

NEW DIPHTHERIA UBI. 


Though of Great Power It Is Not 


a Fanecea. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Among the re- 

ports coming ‘to the State Department 
upon the new treatment for diphtheria is 
one from Consul-General Chas. Dekay 
at Berlin, exhibiting the efficiency of the 
new treatment by comparison. He says 
that the establishment at Schering, near 
the Jungfern Heide, has forty horses 
under treatment for the production of 
serum, yet the demand for the article has 
been so great that the hospitals ran out 
of it in September. This had a singular 
effect on the death rate. While for diph- 
theria in children under 4 years of age, 
the rate had sunk to 11 per cent before the 
exhaustion of the serum, it rose during 
October to 60 per cent, 

The serum is costly because establish- 
ments for its. production are few. It takes 
@ long while to prepare, and must be had 
comparatively fresh. It is given out that 
it takes at least nine months and some- 
times a year to get the animals—all under 
3 years old—into condition, One animal 
does not furnish much blood at a time— 
say two quarts. It must be carefully fed 
between dates of tapping and, as in time 
the strength of its blood as a means of 
cure gives out,it is necessary to go over 
the process of cultivating the bacillus. Ab- 
solute certainty is not ascribed to the 
cure, and cases in which other digeases are 
present should not be considered a fair 
test of its virtues. It is not at all a pan- 
acea. 5 3

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Coins Are “Cash” and of Small 
Denominations. 


LARGE COINS ARE NOT POPULAR, 


Written for the Post- DISPATCH. 

In China they think nothing of carrying out 
a large part of their ready money transac- 
ons with coins as large as our silver quar- 
ters,and which are worth less thag one- 
tenth of a cent each. It takes as much 
money as a man can well carry to pay a Dill 
ofa very few dollars, and a transaction of 
no very great magnitude may easily require 
a Cart load of money. 

These colns are called cash. They are 
usually from seven-eighths of an inch to one 
inch in diameter, and have a square hole in 
the center, and except when used in small 
amounts are carried on strings. 

Though coins of this shape and general 
character have been in circulation in China 
Simcethe sixth century, B. C., and during 
the larger part of that time have been the 
only coins iwcirculation, the ‘‘cash’’ now in 
use is principally that colmed during the 
parr my as the Ta-Tsing or Manchu 
79 eginning with the year 1616.

copper, zinc, lead — 88 
proportions previous to 1722 were copper 50, 


zinc 4112, lead 642, tin 2. After that time the 
proportions were changed to equal parts 


copper and zine. but they were not always 
adnered to, especially at the provincial 
mints, a great deal of cash being ef mucu 
poorer quality, some containing consider- 
able iron. 

The cash was all cast, the molds being 
made to head two rows of coins, witha kol- 
low running trough the center, in which 
the metal was poured, the moulds some- 
times holding over fifty coins. 

The coins are very similar ia appearance, 
having onthe obvere, or face, the name of 
the period, or“ Nien Hao,“ of the reigning 
Emperor,and the words, Current money.’’ 
The name ofthe Emporor of China—who is 
styled ‘*Son of Heaven’’—Iis held too sacred 
to be put in print, especially on a coin which 


passes through the Bands and is cariedina 
the pockets of the cummon people, and con- 
sequently a name is givem to the period of 
theEmperor’s reiga, ealled the *‘ Nien Hao, 
and this name is put on all the coins issued 
during that reign. 

The Nien Hao’’ was first adopted about 
168 KM. C., and was then used to designate 
periods of one or more years. Since the ad- 
vent of the Ming dynasty in 1368 it has been 
used to designate the entire reign. 

The first coins on which it appeared were 
issued during the reign of the Emperor Sun 
Laing of the Wa dynasty, 266-257;A.D., period 
of Great Peace. 

The reverse of the cash present a number 
of varieties, the most common of which con- 
tain the name of the mint of issve and the 
word money. in Manchu characters; on 
others the name of the mint Is given in Chi- 
nese characters to the right and same in 
Manchu characters tothe left. Others have 
the name of the miat in Chinese characters 
only at the tep, rigat or left side, and a few 
have the value in addition. 

The insurrection which took place about 
the beginning of the reign of the Emperor 
Wen Tsung (1861-62) caused a dra on the 
Treasury, and, among the various schemes 
devised forthe rellef of the Government, 
was the issue of coins of a larger denomina- 


tion than the cash heretofore in use, having 
a nomiaal value mach about their intrinsic 
worth. The coinsof the nominal value of 
5, 10, 20. 60, 100, 200, 800, „ 500 and 1,000 
cash. They were not well received by the 
people and very few were issued of the 
values abote 100 cash. 7

THE NON-RESIDENT WRONG. 


The facts brought to light by President 
Brockman’s investigation of the matter 
of admitting non-residents to our public 
schools emphasize the irregular methods 
which have resulted in depriving many 
of the children of St. Louis people of 
proper free school advantages. 
The School Board President has dis- 
covered that there are 271 non-resident 
pupils in the St. Louis public schools. Of 
these only ninety-seven are paying tui- 
tion, and five are enjoying school privi- 
leges free under the thin device of ap- 
prenticeship which received the approval 
of Supt. Long. Mr. Brockman estimates 
that, counting those who get into the 
schools under a pretense of having local 
curators, there are 800 actual non-resi- 
dents reaping the school advantages 
paid for by St. Louis taxpayers. 
If all of these non-residents paid the 
tuition required by the board, the ex- 
penses of their tuition would not be met 
by their payments. The tuition is less 
than the actual cost for each pupil. It 
is estimated that the excess of cost to the 
board for the year’s schooling of the 271 
pupils is over $5,000. 
But if ample tuition were paid for all 
non-resident pupils the admission of 
them under present conditions would be 
a wrong to St. Louis people. In schools 
having non-resident pupils city children 
are either cut out altogether on account 
of over-crowding, or enjoy only half- 
day privileges. 
We credit President Brockman with 
an honest purpose in making this inves- 
tigation, and the proper consequence of it 
is a thorough overhauling of the non-res- 
ident list and the dismission of all whose 
places are needed to supply full advan- 
tages to St. Louisans. 
— . — — 

THE EEPUBLICAN DANGER. 
It is a hopeful sign for the Democrats 
that few Republicans show the wisdom 
of Senator Sherman in the interpreta- 
tion of the political landslide. 
With a sagacity developed by many 
years of political experience the vener- 
able Senator from Ohio does not find a 
reaction in favor of extreme protection 
in the returns, but warns his party that 
the power put into their hands by popu- 
lar discontent must be used with great 
discretion if it would profit by it. In sub- 
stance, although not in words, Senator 
Sherman says the vote signifies a rebuke 
of Democratic inaction and incompetence 
rather than an indorsement of McKin- 
leyism. 
But under the leadership of McKinley 
the bulk of Republican leaders and or- 
gans show a disposition to regard the Re- 
publican victory as a popular reaction in 
favor of the high protective policy con- 
demned at the polls in 1892. Thére is re- 
joicing in the ranks of the tariff barons 
and their political allies which bodes il] 
for the party. The newspapers are filled 
with Republican utterances expressing 
the conviction that the people have rec- 
‘ognized the folly of tariff reform and 
have turned again to the policy of the 
McKinley law. 

It is certain that the interests which 
have fattened on McKinleyism will use 
all their great influence to encourage this 
view, and if the sagacious and conserva- 
tive Republicans cannot restrain the 
blind rush to the McKinley standard the 
Republican victory will prove the great- 
est misfortune which could have happen- 
ed to the party. It will assure a quick re- 
vulsion of popular sentiment.

WIDERING THE BREACH. 


It seems that Mr. Cleveland is unwilling 
to forego his last opportunity to have a 
battle royal with the Western majority of 
his party on the money question. It is 
announced on apparently {good authority 
that he will demand the enactment of

BREAD ORDINANOB. 
The Municipal Assembly will act wisely 
if it limits the provision of the proposed 
bread ordinance to the protection of the 
people from the sale of dishonest loaves. 
The ordinance will accomplish all that 
can be expected of law when it requires 
that all loaves sold shall be of a certain 
weight and quality. 
If it were possible to regulate the price 
of bread by law it would be undesirable 
to attempt it. An arbitrary price which 
would be just now may be unjust a few 
months hence, A provision fixing the 
price would arouse strenuous opposition 
and would render the law a dead letter. 
It is hardly probable that the courts 
would sustain it. 
When the law requires each loaf to con- 
tain an honest weight of bread to pro- 
tect cansumers from swindling the full 
mission of law is fulfilled and competi- 
tion may be depended upon to reduce the 
price to a fair basis. 
The agitation of the cheaper bread 
question by the “Post-Dispatch” and the 
presentation of the facts have already 
resulted in a cut of prices. Enlightened 
self-interest will force the bakers to meet 
the demand for cheaper bread. 
They know that resistance to this fair 
demand will be met by a strike of house- 
wives, who can at any time settle the 
matter by baking their bread at home. 
Both the honest bread ordinance and a 
reduction in prices are in the interest 
of the bakery business.

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—Patrick Jules Wal- 
lace, alias Ryan, the son of the so-called 
Spiritualist, whose practices were exposed 
by Nellie Bly, said in his preliminary ad- 


dress to his audience in Adelphi Hall yes- 
terday afternoon: “I am not afraid of the 
press; I glory in the advertisement that 
they have given me.

light, whispy hair and eyebrows. s was 
the collection to which Mr. Wallace ad- 
dressed himself. He abused Nellie Bly 
and said he objected to “newspaper sensa- 
tionalism.’’ 

Wallace told his hearers that Mrs. Fog- 
arty, the woman who lost her diamonds by 
spiritualism, spelled her name Feckete“ 
and was one of his best friends. In proof 
of this he invited all those present to tele- 
graph to Washington for her reply. The 
“bluff” worked perfectly, but Mrs. Fogarty 
happens to live in St. Louis, as Walace 
well knows. 

Wallace did not explain to his audience 
why he was driven out of St. Louis, San 
Francisco, Portland, Kansas City and 
Washington by the ce.

MANY AVOID PAYING TUITION BY 
CLAIMING ro HAVE GURATORS. 


Over $5,000 Aunually Expended by the 
Board inthe Education of Kon- Rest- 
dents — Ex-Director Barstow, Who 
Made a Fight Against Non-Resident 
Pupils, Sends In His Children From 
Glendale. nee 


The publication in the SunpaY Post- Dig - 
PATCH of the results of President F. W. 
Brockman’s investigation of the number of 
non-resident pupils in the public schools was 
read with a great deal of interest by school 
Directors and persons interested in 
public education, In ali, 271 persons 
living outside the city were discov- 
ered to be receiving an education 
in the public schools of this city. Of this 
number ninety-seven paid tuition fees, 
and five not included in the total 
of 271 were enrolled as apprentices, 
and thus claimed exemption from the law 
requiring a tultion from non-residents. Of 
the total number of non-resident pupils, 
Ofty-eight, of whom four are alleged a p- 
prentices, are in the High Sehool, Chairman 
Dieckman, Chairman ef the Teachers Com- 
mittee of the School Board, expressed him- 
self very plalnly on the non- res- 
dent pupils problem. Mr. Brock- 
man investigated the subject thoroughly. 
sald Mr. Dieckman, ‘‘and 1am 
Satisfied that he made as thorough a pre- 
sentation of the condition of things as was 
possible for him to do, Beyond a doubt 
there are very many non-resident pupils 
whoclaim exemption because they are liv- 


ing with curators. I see Mr. Brockman es- 
timates the number at 800. 


NOT GENUINE CURATORS, 
„J do not think that he has investigated 


the validity of the claims of these curators, 
and the likelihood is that the vast majority 
Of them are not curators, but are self-con- 
stituted guardians. Each one of these cases 
will have to be investigated by the Teachers 
Committee. If the curators are not reaily 
such, tuition will Rave to be paid for the 
pupils, The largenumber of undeniable non- 
resident pupils will have either to leave the 
schools, or pay tuition fees. As the present 
Teachers Committee expires with to-night's 
Meeting, it wilinottake up the subject, but 
Will leave it as a legacy tothe next commit- 
tee, which will be appointed and 9 for 
work next Monday. erhaps there will be 
nochange in the membership of the com- 
mittee. At all events the School Board will 
have to remedy thls evil, and derive a reve- 
nue from the non-resident pupils.’’ 

The figures at hand show that $5,366 are 
annually expended by the School Board for 
the education of the non-resident pupils 
over and above the tuition which some of 
them pay. 

MR. BARSTOW’S SON. 

Among the pupils whose names are on 
President Brockman’s role of non-residents 
liga son of Charles W. Barstow. When Mr. 


Barstow was Chairman of the Teachers 
Committee, a few years ago, he set on foot 
the frst crusade against non-resident pupils. 
He got opinions from che School Board’s at - 
torney and made things lively for the out-of- 
town pupils. Mr. Barstow has since moved 
to Glendale, but sends his boy to school here. 
It appears to de a case of chickens coming 
home to roost. 

Ihe heme of one of the Dozier Scheol pupils 
is on the imaginary line which defines the 
city limits. Ihe lad's father pays city and 
coypnty taxes, and the question was: 1s 
this pupil a non-resident?’’ The school 
authorities inquired in what part of the 
house the boy slept, and they diseevered 
that he made his Gomicile inthe rear of the 
edifice, about ten feet beyond the city limits 
in the county.

Average Earnings of Ordinary Workmen 
im Germany Less Than $200 Per 
Annum— Wheat Flour Is $5 a Barre) 
and Fresh Perk 90 Cents a Pound— 
Depressed Conditiens. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—After an exhaust- 
ive examination of wages paid in the large 
mbnufacturing establishments in Luxem- 
berg, whien pays about the same as paid in 
other parts of Germany, Geo. H. Murphy, 
United states Vice-Commercial Agent there, 
submits to the State Department a report on 
the wages paid in the steel and iron indus- 
tries, with a general review of the whole 
subject of German wages. He finds that 
generally speaking the average earnings of 
ordinary workmen amount to less than $200 
per annum. Women earn about half as 
muchasmen. The average wuges of miners 
and foundry hands is less than $i per day. 
The annual salaries of primary school teach - 
ers are $224 for males and $170 for females. A 
large majority of the employes-of the Gov- 
ermament earn less than $400 per annum. 

On the other hand, he says, speaking 
generally the necessaries of life cost as much 
in Cgntral Europe as in America. A work- 
man's expenditure for clothing and rent 
may possibly be somewhat less here than in 
Ameriea, but in the town of Luxemburg coal 
costs $7 per ton, eggs 21 cents per dozen, rye 
flour $3, wheat flour $5, sugar 8 cents, butter 
26 Cents, veal and mutton 16 to 20 cents, fresh 
perk 20 cents and smoked pork 28 cents per 
pound. Frugality and industry can hardly 
be expected to accbmplish any miracle 
ereater than that of enabling a thrifty work- 
manto keep out of debt.

BRYANT’S fE<cBLE YOUTH. 


He Was Weak and Funy and Gave No 
Promise of Long Life. 


From St. Nieholas. 

Washington Irving and Fenimore Cooper 
were New Yorkers both by descent and by 
residence, but William Cullen Bryant, who 
lived at the same time, though a New 
Yorker by residence, was of the purest New 
England descent. Like Benjamin Franklin, 
the forerunner of Irving and Cooper, Bry- 
ant left the town of his birth to become the 
foremost citizen of a great city. He was 


born in the village of Cummington, Western 
Massachusetts, Nov. 3, 1784, just a hundred 
years ago. He was eleven years younger 
than Cooper. He survived Irving nearly 
twenty years, and he died in New York in 
1878. When he first saw the light the 
United States were only fifteen in number, 
and Washington, the first President, was 
still at the head of the little nation. He 
lived to see the celebration of the 100 years 
of our independence, and the admission of 
Colorado, the thirty-eighth State. 

That he should have lived to the age of 8 
is the more remarkable, as he had a feeble 
frame and no great stock of strength. As 
a littl child he “was puny and very 
delicate in body, and of a delicate, nervous 
organization.”’ rom the beginning he was 
forced to save himself in every way, and to 
order his life regularly, denying himself 
many things which others used freely. To 
the last year of his life he was regular 
in his habits, rising betimes, eating little, 
exercising much and going to bed early. 
From his earliest youth he had himself 
under almost perfect control. In his life, as 
in his poetry, he was always dignified.
